N DECANTING WINE. 

Though Sherry and Port, unlese aged in 
bottle, do not usually require careful decanting, 
in the case of old Clarets. Burgundies and other 
wines that have been in bottle a long time it is 
essential. Here is the best method. . Draw the 
cork carefully. Incline bottle slowly towards the 
decanter, keeping a lighted candle or electric bulb 
under the shoulder and neck of the bottle, so that 
the wine can be closely seen ag it pours. The 
moment any deposit or sediment approaches the 
neck of ‘the bottle, STOP. Better a glass short 
than a bottle spoilt. But remember. decanting 
will not make a bad wine good, so buy from a wine 
merchant with a reputation.

AVID NOONAN, a farmer, of Leitrim 
House, Kilworth, Fermoy, brought an 
action against Charles T. Kennedy, 

Under Sheriff for County Cork, claiming 
damages for the alleged improperly distrain- 
ing and selling of the plaintiff’s chattels at 
less than their value. 

The plaintiff's case was that on the 15th 
June, 1935, the defendant's agent seized on 
his land 17 cows, 44 young cattle, 23 sheep, 
32 lambs, seven horses, and a bridle and 
winkers on foot of a warrant addressed to 
him by the Irish Land Commission for 
arrears of annuities. The amount of the 
debt to the Land Commission was £159 
Ts. 6d.,and the value of the stock seized was 
£8535 10s. Two days after the seizure the de- 
fendant, by his agent, put the stock up for 
auction in one lot at Fermoy. Before the 
sale took place the defendant’s agent, John 
Breen, read the conditions of sale, which 
were: “the highest bidder to be the pur. 
chaser; the sale is for cash; no advance to 
be less than 5s,” The plaintiff’s brother-in- 
law, Bart Sheehan, attended the sale and the 
first bid was by a man named Winters, and 
the amount was £75. Sheehan bid £75 5s, 
Notwithstanding the bid of Sheehan the stock 
were ‘‘knocked down” by Breen to Winters. 
The defendant was not present at either the 
sale or the seizure, and the plaintiff alleged 
that the defendant was negligent in not super- 
vising either the sale or the seizure, and that 
he was negligent in not employing trust- 
ev agents to conduct the seizure and the 
sale. 

The plaintiff claimed that the sale was not 
a bona fide auction in that (1) the general 
public were not admitted; (2) the man acting 
as auctioneer did not take Sheehan’s bid; 
(5) all the stock were put up for sale in one 
lot, and, as a result of this, did not sell at 
their real value. The result was that they 
were sold at a price that was grossly under 
the value, . 

The defendant admitted the seizure and 
sale of the stock, but denied that they were 
valued for 10s. or in excess of the 
amount realifed. He denied that Sheehan 
attended the auction as agent of the plaintiff, 
and said that if he so attended this was not 
communicated to him or to Breen. He denied 
that Sheehan made a bid of £75 5s, before 
the sale was concluded. Defendant denied 


that his absence from the sale and seizure 
constituted negligence, and he denied that he 
failed to employ trustworthy agents to con- 
duct the seizure and sale. “He denied that 
the sale was not a bona fide sale. 


“A CONSPIRACY ” 

Further, the defendant pleaded that long 

before, and at the time of, the sale there 
existed in the County Cork, and particularly 
in Fermoy, a conspiracy, to which the plain- 
tiff was privy, to prevent the execution of 
warrants issued at the instance of -the 
Irish Land Commission, and to prevent 
the sale of levies made under these 
warrants by the boycott of purchasers, 
by intimidation, by force, by violence, and, 
in particular, by. the assembly of riotous 
crowds at sales. In order to carry out tho 
sale, to prevent disturbances and breaches of 
the peace, and to prevent a repetition of 
previous disturbances, to protect the Court 
messengers and possible purchasers, the 
Garda Siochana admitted to the sale only 
such persons as were not likely to provoke 
breaches of the peace or create disturbances, 
or satisfied them of their bona fides, The 
duties of the defendant were delegated by 
him to a Court messenger, appointed by him 
to execute warrants at the instance of the 
Trish Land. Commission, and the appaint- 
ment was approved by the Minister for Jus- 
tice. This mesvenger carried out the sale 
without negligence and in the honest exer- 
cise of his discretion, and in an honest en- 
deavour to obtain the highest price. 
, The defendant further said that the best 
price obtainable at the sale was obtained, and 
that sale in one lot was the best method 
to secure the highest price at the sale. By 
reason of conspiracy there was considerable 
disturbance at the sale, and, if the stock 
were sold at an under-value, this was the 
result of the conspiracy and disturbance, and 
in the course of his duty the Court messenger 
was bound to accept the price. The defendant 
also pleaded that the action was not sus- 
tainable in law.

Mr. FitzGerald said that it might be 


urged that some consideration of politics en- 
titled the defendant's bailiff to act as he had 
done, but there was no question of politics 
in the case, and he would submit that a sale 
conducted as this was conducted was a dis- 
grace to justice. In a seizure of this kind 
the Sheri‘? was supposed to hold the scales 
evenly between the creditor and the debtor, 
but this could not be said when propert 
value £853 was sold for £75.

PLAINTIFF’S EVIDENCE 

The plaintiff, in the course of his evidence, 
said that he valued the seized stock as 
follows:—1 dry cow, £5 10s.; 16 milking 
cows, £160; 44 young cattle, £242; 23 breed- 
ing sheep, £46; 32 lambs, £40; 1 six-year-old 
horse, £40; 1 working horse, £20; 1 five-year- 
old mare, £40; 1 four-year-old horse, £50; 1 
thoroughbred colt, £70; 2 half-bred colts, 
£140, and bridle and winkers, £2. 

Bartholomew Sheehan, the brother-in-law 
of the plaintiff, who had attended the auction 
for the purpose of buying in the stock, said 
that he offered his bid immediately the bailiff 
said that he had an offer of £75. He had 
not sufficient money with him, but he knew 
wlwre he could get it immediately. He ob- 
jected that the horses were not_in the sale- 
yard, but Breen ‘said that he ‘would take 
prospective buyers to see them, but no one 
volunteered to go. When witness made his 
bid Breen said: *‘ Too late; clear the pound.” 
The auction did not take a minute alto- 
gether. 

In eross-examination by Mr. Geoghegan, 
the witness said that previously he had at- 
tended about four or five similar sales, one in 
Cork and four in, Fermoy. He was at 
Marsh’s sale in Cork in August, 1934, and 
had no business there except as a protester, 

Mr. Geoghegan—Were you a member of the 
Land Annuities Defence Association and how 
much did you pay in subscriptions to it?— 


In reply to further questions, the witness 
said that at the time he had not his annui- 
ties paid, and the £5 amounted to one-fifth 
of a half-year’s annuity.

Mr. Geoghegan—Was he boisterous there ?—

At yestercay’s hearing, Detective Sergeant 
Deering said that he examined a motor car 
in a garage at Fairview subsequent to the 
robbery. There was a great deal of dust 
on the car, which appeared to have just 
completed a long journey. Inside the car he 
found the remains of biscuits and chocolates. 

Later, on a date in’ November, 1935, he 
met Mr. Scanlan by appointment at Eden 
quay, Dublin, where they saw a number of 
‘bus conductors employed by the D.U.T. 
Co. One of the conductors got on a ‘bus,

him. Later this man was taken to the Bride- 
well, where an identification parade was held. 

In reply to Mr. Lynn, witness said that 
he had never seen the accused man Cowan 
before seeing him at Eden quay on the 8th 
November. Prior to that witness had had 
two interviews with Mr. Scaulan. 

In reply to Mr. Lehane, witness said that 
uli the other men on the identification parade 
were almost similar to Corrigan.

He denied that 
he had told Gorrigan when he arrested -him 
that Cowan, who was then in the Bridewell, 
had confessed to a bank robbery. 


LARCENY CHARGE FAILS 


Mr. Lynn asked for a direction in favour 
of Cowan on the charge of the larceny of a 
motor car.

BINDING FORCE OF

INTERESTING ARGUMENT 


IN SANDYMOUNT CASE

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


HE hearing of the action of the Rev. 5. 
R. 8. Colquhoun, Vicar of St. John’s 
Church, Sandymount, Dublin, against 
the members of the Court of the General 
Synod of the Church of Ireland was con- 
tinued. The plaintiff sought a number of ‘cle- 
clarations, among them being a declaration 
that he is entitled and bound to conduct the 
Services in St. John’s Church, Sandymount, 
according to the liturgy and rites prescribed 
in a deed of endowment of the church. He 
also sought an injunction to restrain the ce- 
fendants from hearing a petition that had 
heen lodged with the Court of the General 
Synod on December 13, 1934, charging him 
with having, during the. Service prescrihed 
ior the administration of the Lord’s Supper, 
caused or permitted acts not prescribed in 
the Book of Commen Prayer, as altered by 
the General Synod or the canons of the 
Church of Ireland. 

The defendants submitted that the state- 
ment, of claim did not disclose any right or 
title in the plaintiff to the relief songht in 
the action; and they said that the jurisdic- 
tion that they claimed to exercise over the 
plaintiff was jurisdiction over him in his capa- 
eity as a member and an ordained minister 
af the Church of Ireland, and not otherwise. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. FitzGibbon, K.U,, 
and Mr. Walker (instructed by Messrs. Whit- 
ney, Moore and Keller) appeared for the 
ylaintiff; and Mr. Price, K.C., Mr. Overend, 
..C., and Mr. Newett {instructed by Messrs. 
Darley, Orpen and McGillycuddy) for the «de- 
fendants. 

Resuming his argument, Mr. Jellett said 
that in the language of the document by 
which the plaintiff was instituted to st. 
John’s Church by the Archbishop the first 
thing that one observed was the statement 
of the fact that he was nominated by the 
trustees of the trust, and was instituted 
into this church with all the rights belonging 
to it. Those rights included, in the first 
place, the jurisdiction of the Archbishop, and, 
in the next place, the powers of the minis 
ter, subject to the control of the Arch- 
bishop, and all ‘the other matters that had 
to be carried out in connection with the per- 
formance of this trust. 


DECLARATION 


Those rights, continued Mr. Jellett, could 
not be over-ruled or negatived by the mere 
fact that there was a declaration taken by the 
plaintiff on his institution. 
must be read in such a way 


as not

If they were dealing with the plaintiff as 
the minister of a church which was not a 
church vested in trustees, there would be no 
The plaintiff then would 


difficulty whatever. ' 
be bound by everything in the Constitution 
of the Church of Ireland, but he was not in- 


stituted in such a church, but in what he 
might call a statutory church, and when one 


looked at the position of a minister appointed 
under a statutory trust one found that he 
was in a position totally different from the 
position of a minister of an ordinary parish 
church. Accordingly, for that reason, 
Irish Charch Act stated in emphatic terms 


That declaration 
to 


nullify the position to which the plaintiff was 


that nothing in the Act was to affect those 
churches, and that the" trust, as originally 
censtituted, was to continue. 

It was not necessary for the Constitution 
of the Church of Ireland to say so, but it 
did say that in connection with the legal 
obligations in relation to these proprietary 
churches under the statute and deed: *‘ You 
must act as you are legally bound to do in 
cennection with this trust.” The plaintiff 
would not act as he was bound to act if he 
ignored the jurisdiction given to him by 
statute .and by deed over this particular 
church, : 


THE TRUSTS

St. John’s Church, Sandymount, was, sub- 
mitted Mr. Jellett, entirely outside- the Con- 
stitution of the Church of Ireland; if there 
was anything in the Constitution of the 
Church of Ireland inconsistent with the 
trusts of the deed of endowment of St. John’s 
Church, Sandymount, then the Constitution 
must yield to the trusts of the deed. 

“ We are,” said Mr. Jellett, “ dealing with 
a statute which tells you im the clearest 
language what rites and liturgy you are to 
use, and no other, and that is all we are 
asking to be allowed to do—what the statute 
says we must do. ' 

Passing on to consider the declaration of, 
canonical ' obedience made by the plaintiff, 
Mr. Jellett said that in order to hold that it 
brought, about what was claimed by the de- 
fendants one would have to ignore decisions 
of the highest tribunal in the land. 

The person to whom jurisdiction over this 
church and its minister was given was the 
Archbishop, and that jurisdiction could not 
be taken out of the hands of the Archbishop 
and put into the hands of any other body: 
it could not be put in the hands 
of the Court of the General Synod, 
who claimed to take it out of the hands of 
the Archbishop on the ground that the 
Church Act provided something to that effect ; 
that the Statute provided something to that 
effect, and that the declaration fitted in with 
the construction that they put on the deed, 
the Statute and the Constitution. 

The furthest that the declaration could be 
put was that it bound the plaintiff to obey 
the lawful commands of those who had jurtis- 
diction to give them: it did not bind him 
to obey the unlawful comimands of non- 
existent jurisdiction. 

‘‘T have not said,” explained Mr. Jellett 
in the course of argument, “ that the 
€oart of the General Synod have no juris- 
diction over Mr, Colquhoun. I say they have 
jurisdiction over him in respect of matters 
wholly unconnected with St. John’s Church, 
and in reference to what he might do or 
might not do in some church that is clearly 
within the Constitution ; but if they attempted 
in this particular case to deal with and 
exercise their jurisdiction over Mr. Colquhoun 
they then would have to themselves: 
‘What are our powers of pumishment? ” ” 


NO PROPERTY 


The Court of the General Synod would 
find, continued Mr. Jellett, that it would 
be impossible to suspend Mr. Colquhoun 
from the glebe lands and. house, because 
there were no giebe lands and house in 
connection with St. John’s Chureh; they 
could not direct him to deliver up the books 
to the churchwardens, because there were 
no churchwardens to whom to deliver them; 
and they could not sequester the funds, 
because the funds were in the hands of. the 
trustees. It would, in fact, be extremely

the General Synod to enforce punishment, 
because they would be faced with difficulties 
that they could not get over.

Scullery. . 


The modern planning of kitchens does not 
necessitate the provision of a scullery. This 
latter addition now stands condemned as an 
untidy, evil-smelling receptacle for what is 
not to be seen, a usually serves the pur- 
pose of a garden porch entrance or exit. It 
increases labour for access to and fro in 
kitchen operations, and only remains a neces- 
sity for hotels or institutions. 

As a small addition to the main house it is 
unjustifiable in building cost and nothing 
more than an out-of-date makeshift, 

Reverting to the factor of “‘sequence”’ in 
working operations, the primary merit of 
kitchen planning science is that the grouping 
of equipment simplifies the routine work- 
cireuit, which must necessarily take place in 
every kitchen, whether it is in the_prepara- 
tion or clearance of meals, All fixtures are 
placed in logical working sequence, which 
must result in labour saving. 

A necessary corollary, in addition, which is 
desirable is that the room should be well- 
balanced in the disposal of its equipment 
from the aesthetic point of view, 


Equipment. 


The relative positions of cooker, work- 
table, sink and drainer, cabinet or dresser, 
water-heater or boiler, and washer or refri- 
gerator, with regard to lighting and con- 
venience, must be considered. The best

Cupboards and larders should be built in 
with the house, and be from floor to ceiling— 
the same applying to the cabinet or dresser. 


| The cupboards need not be deeper than fifteen 


inches. A larder with proper aspect and 
louvred and screened window will take the 
place of a refrigerator, and it should have 
impervious hygienic shelving. The lower 
portion should be left clear in case a refri- 
gerator is required to be placed therein. 

The position of the cooker should be 
arranged that no draught ig likely to play on 
it. It is not essential that there should be 
a flue outlet for the modern type cooker. 
Gas and electric cookers have obvious 
merits and advantages of their own as 
against. coal fuel. cooking ranges—and manv 
types can be hired. The standard of the 
cookers is high, both in efficiency and ap- 
pearance, and their manufacturers keep. well 
abreast of the times. 

If the work table is favoured as small, its 
best position is under the window, if this 
can be arranged; but, if larger size is 
required, it is best placed in the centre of 
the room. An adequate size on top is four 


| dishes on one drainer and a 


feet by two feet three inches, and it may con- 
tain a cutlery drawer at one end and a hand 
brushes and dusters drawer at the other end. 
The sink and drainer must be against an 
external wall and under the window. Sinks 
are often much too small. The top should 
not be less than thirty-two inches over the 
floor and not more than thirty-four inches. 
An adequate stock size of earthenware sink 
is thirty inches by eighteen inches by ten 
inches deep. The drains should be the same 
width as the sink and in hardwood grooved, 
and a lip at the outer edge to prevent articles 
from slipping off. Modern manufacture now 
provides these in asbestos and stainless steel 
—the latter with sink and drainer combined; 
but they are still expensive. For comfort in 
working, two drainers, one on each side of 
the sink, is ideal. Where laundry work is 
required to be done in the kitchen, one 
drainer (right-hand side) should have a 
hinged top to give access to washer placed 
under. It is desirable for appearance to pro- 
vide cupboard doors under sink and drainers 
standing six inches over floor. Full use 
should be made of the under sink and drainer 
accommodation in small kitchens, and 
buckets can be stored beneath the sink. The 
extra drainer is useful for preparation of 
food, such as vegetables, or placing all soiled

the sink should be not less than twelve 
inches deep; otherwise the hot water 
will cool too eo The position of 
sink taps should considered. The 
hot water tap should discharge as 
vertically as possible over the sink outlet for 
flushing purposes. Both taps should be high 
enough over the top of the sink to allow of 
such utensils as buckets to be filled, and the 
“ pillar” tap allows this to be done, A 
mixing tap, with a swivelled nozzle, is best 
of all. Laundry work causes steammess in 
kitchens, and the opening portion of 
window should be directly over the sink, or, 
alternatively, a ventilator in the ceiling 
directly over. 

A cabinet or dresser should not exceed four 
feet in width or fifteen inches in depth, and 
the upper shelving should be in diminishing 
widths, with chromium-plated hooks on edges. 

As a water heaters the small coal or coke 
boiler is excellent, it provides all the hot 
water for the house, and when the front is 
opened it heats the kitchen. This appli- 
ance also disposes of house refuse, therefore 
acting as an incinerator. There are a great 
variety of types on the market. For summer 
use a water heater fixed over a drainer is 
useful. A plate rack should also be fixed 
over a drainer. Another useful detail is a 
ceiling clothes-airer, which should be hung 
out of the way as much as possible. If money 
is available for the laufdry kitchen, a spect- 
ally-made drying cabinet, with hinged ironing 
board, keeps inartistic objects out of sight 
and fit for use when required. Washers are 
now made with wringers and squire, flat- 
topped, to prevent water spilling on the floor 
when wet clothes are being transferred to 
rmsing in the sink. The wringer is stored 
on the flat top of the washer. 

Experience shows that the items of equip- 
ment most closely associated are the cooker. 
drainer and sink. The base of all cupboards 
and cabinets should stand on legs at least 
six inches over floor, to enable the whole 
surface of kitchen to he kept clean. The 
floor may be of cork or rubber tiling, terrazzo 
or clay tiles: but in the case of the two 
latter waterproof mats are necessary to pre 
vent cold feet.

Cooker to give proper lighting, and the same 
applies to the Work Table. In B the room 
is large enough to place the Work Table in 
the centre, but the position of the window 
makes two drainers awkward. In C the room 
planning is excellent, and all equipment can 
be ideally placed. In D an extra window on 
the left instead of one central window, serves 
no purpose and deprives the room of useful 
wall space, In E the Cooker must be placed 
in the draught between the large window and 
the hall entrance, the Work Table in a tight 
space as there is no room in the centre of the 
floor. In F the only position for the heating 
beiler is near the external door. In G the 
planning is good and equipment correctly 
placed consequently. In H the equipment 1s 
overcrowded, and there is no larder. In J it 
is difficult to find a suitable position for the 
cooker, and a woman operating at the Work 
Table must have her back to the light. There 
‘s no opportunity for a serving hatch. In K 
a china supboard is much too large, and 
would be dark inside, and there is waste m 
exessive accommodation. 

It may be judged from these few examples 
that a little rearrangement of doors and 
windows would have helped to achieve almost 
ideal results in comfort, time and labour- 
saving. A calculation I have made following 
the rearrangement of fittings in ideal posi- 
tions for the preparation of the @mplest 
meal—i.e., afternoon tea—indicates that, 
instead of walking three hundred and fifty 
teet, it was only necessary for the housewife 
or the maid to walk fifty feet! * 

Over 25,000 competitors entered the 
kitchen-planning competition organised a year 
ago in Great Britain, and the following prizes 
were offered :—-First prize £500, second prize 
£200, and third prize £100. Although the 
vast majority of the competitors were women, 
the first prize was awarded to a man—an 
architect of Poole, Dorsetshire. That was a 
tribute to the scientific study of this subject. 

The kitchen is essentially the “ workshop ” 
of the house—a room. in other words, in 
which there is a definite need for new and 
more rational ideas, and where efficiency in 
planning and equipment can bring happiness 
to the housewife. 

A note of ——' may be offered to those 
who are tempted to be impulsively enamoured 
by spacious accommodation, elaborate equip- 
ment, and ultra-modern ideas to enhance 
their social prestige. A house that you can- 
not afford to continue to hve in without a 
good income cannot be considered a per 
manent home, and usually results in heart« 
break at a critical moment of life.

AT aynooth’s New President 


The new President of Maynooth College, 
Very Rev. John F. D’Alton, D.D., like 
many of his distinguished predecessors, 
has been from his early student days in 
the national seminary deeply interested in 
Rome’s epic story. His first published 
book ‘‘ Horace and His Age,’’ is an admir- 
able illustration of how deepl\ its author 
is versed in the literature and politics of 
that time, and well deserved the praise 
bestowed upon it at a meeting of the Irish 
Classical Association, when Sir Samuel 
Dill and Sir John Ross, the last of the 
Irish Lord Chancellors, described it as the 
finest piece of classical scholarship that 
Maynooth had produced since its founda- 
tion. That tribute was paid to the work 
in 1920—three years after it had made its 
appearance—but since then it has made 
its writer’s name favourably known in 
university circles on both sides of the 
Atlantic. His reputation for the thorough- 
ness and critical spirit of his work has 
been still further enbanced by his last 
publication, toman Literary Theory 
and Criticism,’’ 1931.. It was during ‘his 
latter davs as student, under the presi- 
dency of the late Monsignor Hogan, that 
the bent of Dr. D’Alton’s literary studies 
was determined. 


Glories of ‘Rome 


a. 


It was from that great teacher, theo- 
logian and foremost of Dantean authorities 
that he imbibed the taste for classical, 
ecclesiastical and art history which is so 
markedly shown in his writings. Before 
he had been long ordained Dr, D’Alton 
feasted his eyes on the grandeur, ancient 
and modern, of Rome, and to several 
periodical publications he has contributed 
papers which attest the enthusiasm aad 
earnestness with which he studied her 
great monuments. Before he saw .the 
Tiber he was familiar with the life 
histories of almost all the great architects 
who had raised their immortal fabrics on 
None of them appealed 
to him with the same glamour as Michel- 
angelo, whom he had studied as poet, 
painter and architect. His lengthy 
appreciation of the greatest of 
Renaissance artists. contributed to 
Seven Hills Magazine’’ nearly 
years ago, is a brilliant sketch of the 
man and the buildings and paintings with 
which he enriched the Eternal City, as 
well as the helps and hindrances he ex: 
yerienced at the hands of different Popes. 

he paper, within its limited compass, 
shows a mighty genius. ful] of restless 
energy, now frustrated and depressed, and 
again encouraged and inspired, according 
as his schemes are turned down or other. 
wise by the Pontifis of his time. Dr. 
D’Alton is one of the _ best-informed 
authorities on Erasmus and the move 
ments of his age. and. as the four 
hundredth anniversary of the death of the 
great humanist occurs next month, -it. is 
not improbable that the new President of 
Maynooth may vive the world of letters 
a judicial estimate of the man and the 
influence oí his writings for and against 
the Reformation.

There was a well in Scotland that rumbled 
before a storm, and there was a well in 
Northampton (Oundle) that gave warn- 
ings of perturbations in world politics.

Complimentary Sparring 


Tsaac Barrow has enjoyed a considerable 
reputation as a scholar and a mathema- 
tician, his fame in the latter respect being 
only second to that of Newton, who was 
his. successor in the Lucasian Chair of 
Mathematics’ at Cambridge. Barrow was 
also noted as a theologian and preacher, 
and is said to have sometimes taken as 
long as three and a half hours in the 
delivery of his sermons, to the composition 
of which he devoted extraordinary pains. 
Charles Il. appointed him as one of his 
Court Chaplains. It was while attending 
to his duties as Court Chaplain that he 
had the following encounter with the Earl 
of Rochester, the famous wit and poet, who 
thus accosted him: “ Doctor, I am yours 
to the shoetic.’’ Barrow: “ My. lord, I 
am yours to the ground.” Rochester: 
“ Doctor, I am yours to the centre.’’ 
sarrow: “ My lord, I am yours to the 
Antipodes:’’ Rochester (resolved not to 
be foiled by a rusty old piece of divinity, 
as he termed him): ‘* Doctor, I am yours 
to the lowest pit of hell.’’ Whereupon 
Barrow, turning on his heel, retorted: 
‘“ There, my lord, I leave you,”’ 


His Panpharmicon 


Barrow enjoyed much the use of tobacco, 
which he called his “ panpharmicon,’’ say. 
ing that it helped him to compose and 
regulate his thoughts. Among his 
peculiarities was his persistent refusal to 
sit for his portrait, but his friends suc- 
ceeded in beguiling him into a lengthy 
conversation, while the artist took it with- 
out his knowledge. He was noted as an 
early riser, and in winter time would go 
out for a morning walk before daylight, a 
habit that once brought him inte some 
danger, while it served to exhibit his 
strength and courage, when on a Visit to 
a friend in the country, who used to let 
loose a ferocious mastiff in his garden at 
night, in order to keep away thieves. The 
host was evidently not aware of his guest's

Too VERY REVEREND FATHER 


OWEN DUDLEY was the principal 

speaker at the first meeting of the 
Irish Universities Congress of 1936 in Trinity 
College, Dublin, yesterday. 

The subject for discussion at the four 
meetings of the Congress .will be “The 
Ordeal of this Generation,’’ which, according 
to a preface by Professor Gilbert Murray, is 
the challengh “Can civilisation end war, or 
shall war end @vilisation?” 

The Rev. Father Dudley, delivering the 
opening address of the series, said that the 
statesmen of Europe were now scratching 
their heads over the League of Nations’ 
failure to achieve the purpose for which it 
was brought into being. .The unum neces- 
saritum of thinking, when it came to sanctions 
and the moral behaviour of humanity, was 
to decide on your authority for the moral 
law to which you appealed. The League of 
Nations had consistently shirked thinking 
that out, and in consequence had presented 
the world with the notion that moral law, 
including international law, was no more 
than a consensus of human opinion, based 
on pragmatical and utilitarian grounds. “It 
is because the Leagre of Nations has 
appealed on the false notion that we are 
responsible to humanity for peace and war 
that it has failed to carry its weight,” he 
said. Man-made sanctions must inevitably 
ring feeble and unreal. Let the League pro 
claim the Divine code of moral law, derived 
from God, the Supreme Legislator, and ‘t 
will have every Christian and every believer 
in God whole-heartedly behind it. . The 
world’s peace will be in sight. 

The admittance of the godless Soviet State 
of Russia into the League was no less than 
a tragedy. What contribution to the 
Christian order of civilisation could it make? 
It was the enemy of Christianity. 

The statesmen of Europe, he continued, had 
also gravely injured their capacity for leader- 
ship by reversing their international policy of 
disarmament to re-armament, and, in his 
opinion, the world was now reaching that 
state of fully armed peace which was the 
prelude to war. In view of the fact that it 
is the modern statesmen who make and de-- 
clare war, and fail.to seek the assistance of 
Almighty God to preserve themselves and 
the world from their blunders, he suggested 
that the first ordeal of this generation was 
modern statesmanship. Remembering that 
in the past kings, who declared war, led 
their armies themselves, as the only decent 
thing to do, he suggested that on the next 
occasion that the statesmen of Europe failed 
to arbitrate, and declared war, instead of 
sending the world’s youth to its death, the 
world’s youth should request them to go to 
the front themselves and fight it out among 
them. (The suggestion was greeted with loud 
applause.) That would be the war to end 
war, he said. 

Another ordeal of this generation was that 
mf facing the facts of the situation. This 
meant to face not only the hideousness ot 
modern warfare, with its scientific machine 
slaughter, but facing the makers of it—the 
statesmen, the politicians, the army, and 
armament profiteers, and a certain section 
of the Press 


A SOLEMN DUTY 


‘This generation has, to my mind,” he 
declared, “‘a most solemn duty before God, 
that of voicing itself everywhere and on 
every possible occasion, against these makers 
of war, until public opinion is so rigidly 
set against war that no Govern- 
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Mercury is in Superior Conjunction on the 
24th.

It is 
only when she is in Superior Conjunction 
near midsummer, as this year, that she is so 
laggard about coming into view again. It 
will be near mid-winter before she is a 
conspicuous Object once more in the evening 
sky.

Jupiter 


Jupiter rises in the late afternoon, and 
will be visible in the South, at a low altitude, 
as soon As it is dark. He is an anpromising 
object for any but small telescopes, but the 
changes of his satellites can be watched with 
very moderate instruments. ‘There is natur- 
ally little opportunity of observing eclipses, 
etc., of the satellites, as the planet is such a 
short time above our horizon; but on the 
4th the shadows of II. and III, may be seen, 
that of II]. appearing at 7.48 p.m. and that 
of II. at 11.25. On the following evening 
the shadow of I. appears at 10.29. On the 
6th I. and II. are in eclipse, and emerge, II. 
at 8.56 p.m. and I. at 9.57. On the 13th 
the same two satellites emerge from eclipse, 
It, at 11.13 p.m. and I. at 11.52. On the 
21st, the shilow of 1]. is on the planet from 
8.48 p.m. till 11.1. On the 22nd, the shadow 
of I]. is on the planet till 8.28 p.m., I, comes | 
out of eclipse at 8.15 and TTI. at 8.35, 
This will give a very _ interesting 
evenings work for a small telescope. 
On the 2th the shadow of I. appears at 
10.43 p.m, and on the 29th there is another 
interesting series occurring when III 
emerges from behind the planet at 8.22 p.m.. 
the shadow of II. appears at 8.24, II. passes 
off the planet at 9.2, III. is eclipsed at 9.49, 
I emerges from eclipse at 10.10, and the 
shadow. of II. passes off at 11.3. In the 
days before wireless put all our clocks right 
the eclipses of Jupiter’s satellites gave the 
possessor of a telescope an excellent way oí 
obtaining correct time. The nearer satel 
lites, I. and IT., pass into and out of eclipse 
very sharply, giving quite a good time signal. 
Ill. and IV. are much more leisurely, ana 
one might be uncertain to a matter of a 
minute or two of the precise time of appear 
ance or disappearance 

Saturn now rises well before midnight, 
and is highly interesting as a telescopic 
object on account of the presentation of th» 
rings. These were invisible for a few days 
at the end of June, but during July will 
be seen as a very fine line of light, becom- 
ing slightly more visible towards the 
end of the month. The narrow line is 
continued across the globe of the planet as a 
dark line. This is the edgewise shadow of 
the rings cast on Saturn, and is parallel to 
some Teak bands on the planet’s globe, 
which are cloud belts similar to those of 
Jupiter. Some of the satellites may be seen 
threading along the fine line of the rings, like 
heads on a string, passing off at the end only 
to come back and be strung on again. The 
Sun and Earth are both on the North side

It simply cannot be done, This 
generation is holding back with a grievance 
against Him, blaming Him, instead of them- 
selves, for not running the world better.

Our own country’s record 
in crime and violence during the last few 
years makes sorry reading. Our Court officials 
have frequently drawn attention to the per- 
jury of Court witnesses up and down the 
country, and the morality of our women folk 
is, to be true to facts and not to deceptive 
sentimentalism, not above reproach, “The 
word of an Englishman’’ is still a current 
phrase throughout the world. Only a few 
days ago a deputation from Belgium, study- 
ing prison reform, paid a high tibute to the 
methods employed in England to reform the 
criminal classes, and commented on the high 
percentage of ‘‘ conversions’’ to a better kind 
of lite. 

The Bishop of Achonry deplores the crimi- 
nal tendencies of our English neighbours and 
prefers that our Irish emigrants shouid choose 
America as the land of their adoption in 
preference to England. In 1935 the crime 
statistics of America were appalling. The 
Chief Clerk of Brooklyn Homicide Court 
published facts, He tells of a New York 
suburb with fiftv-nine murders and 201 man- 
slaughter cases during 1935. The pistol, he 
says, is the most popular means of murder. 
It caused thirty-four deaths. Knives were 
used in eleven murders, poison in four, and 
fists or strangulaticon in six. One., murder 
was accomplished by kicking to death.

The eclipse is small, and not 
visible from any part of the British Isles. Its 
interest lies in the fact that it is the sequel 
to the Total Eclipse of the Sun on June 19th. 
An eclipse of the Sun is usually either pre 
céded or followed, or both, by an eclipse of 
the Moon; for in the interval of 14 days 
between New and: Full Moon, the node, or 
point where her orbit cuts the Ecliptic, can- 
not move far enough from the line joining 
Earth and Sun for the Moon entirely to escape 
the Earth’s shadew. If at New Moon the 
node is near enough to the Earth-Sun line for 
the Moon’s shcdow to be cast on the Earth, 
it must either at the preceding or following 
Full Moon be near enough for the Earth's 
shadow to be cast on the Moon. Sometimes 
it is so at both.. The eclipse of the 4th will 
be visible in Asia, Australia and South Africa, 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Jupiter on the 2nd, with Saturn on the 10th, 
and with Jupiter again on the 29th. Each 
time the planet will be. 2 degrees Worth ol 
the Moon. 

On the 3rd, the Earth is at Aphelion, or 
greatest distance from the Sun. 


The Stars 

At midnight on the Ist, at 11 p.m.; 
15th, and at 10 p.m., on the 30th. 

On the meridian are Sagittarius and Lyra; 
the former low in the South, the latter seems 
nearly overhead, though in reality the bright 
star Vega in Lyra never comes within fifteen 
degre®s of the zenith in this latitude. But, 
for the same reason that the Sun and Moon 
look much larger when on the horizon than 
when high up, other sky distances also*share 
the same deceptive change, and fifteen 
degrees looks a mere nothing high in the 
sky, but seems a very wide gap near the 
horizon. 

The bright group about Hercules contain- 
ing this constellation, Corona Borealis, 
Bootes, Serpens and Ophiuchus, occupies most 
of the sky West of the meridian. Libra and 
Scorpio are low in the South-West.. Antares 
may still be seen if the horizon is clear in 
that direction. Passing to the East of the 
meridian we find Cygnus and Aguila from 
Ito 2 hours East. Capricornus and Aquarius 
A little way East 
from the bright stars of Aquila we find a 
little .constellation shaped like a kite with a 
tai, This is Delphinus, the Dolphin. Its 
two brightest stars have queer-looking names, 
Svalocin and Rotanev. They do not seem to 
Mt into any language, and were a puzzle 
Someone spotted that backwards they 
made the words Nicolaus Venator. Now there 
was, early in the 19th century, an assistant 
at the Palermo Observatory named Niccolo 
Cacciatore, and these words Latinised make 
Nicolaus Venator. Signor Cacciatore seems 
to have adopted an original method of 
immortalising himself by putting his name, 
Seager and reversed, among the stars. The 
star at the nose of the -kite-shaped figure is 
(Yamma Welphini, a very fine double, easy 
Further East the Great 
Square ot Pegasus makes an easy mark, and 
below it is Pisces. Aries is rising, Andro- 
meda and Perseus, which never entirely set 
in this latitude, are in the North-East. In 
the region below the Pole Capella “gleams 
brightly near the horizon. Cassiopeia and 
the Great Bear are level with each other 
right and left of the Pole Star respectively. 
The bright star Deneb in Cygnus marks the 
tail of the flying swan, and its name means 
tail. The head of the swan is the smaller 
star Albireo.at the opposite end of the cross- 
shaped figure. Anyone who has ever 
seen a Swan, wild duck or goose 
in flight will recognise the likeness of the 
constellation figure... Albireo is a beautiful 
coloured double, blue and gold.

Meteors 

The Perseid meteors begin to show them- 
selves. about July 20th. The radiant from 
which they seem to diverge is situated at 
first near the great star cluster in Perseus, 
but moves later on into Cassiopeia. Meteor 
showers which persist for a considerable time 
generally have moving radiants. But there 
are some radiants which produce meteors 
from time to time all the year which appear 
to be fixed. It is thought that these are 
streams which come from sources far outside 


the Solar System, and travel at such speeds’ 


that the speed of the Earth in its orbit is 


small by comparison, 


Astronomical Telescopes.

IR WILLIAM ALLEN, speaking at a 
S demonstration in connection with the 

re-opening of Tullyvalien, Newtown- 
hamilton, Orange Hall this afternoon, re- 
ferred to a recent statement made by Cardinal 
MacRory in seod to Lord Craigavon—. 
namely, that só long as he was Premier of 
Northern Ireland there would never be peace 
in Ulster. 

Sir William characterised the Cardinal’s 
statemeht as most un-Christian. From the 
(ime that the Northern Government took 
office, he said, the Premier had done his 
utmost to promote peace among all members 
of the community, but there were some who 
did not want peace except they were “top 
dog.” 

In concluding, Sir William Allen referred 
to the appeals made for Fa in the Northern 
Press on the approach of the twelfth of July, 
and said that he did not like these spasmodic 
appeals for peace, as they only aroused in 
the minds of the people things that were not 
there before. Those who were responsible for 
preaching to the people of Northern Ireland 
should preach from tha 1st January till the 
3lst December, and not only when the twelfth 
came round. (Hear, hear. 

Lord Craigavon, in declaring the hall open, 
said that it would stand for the good of the 
Protestant cause in that neighbourhood. It 
was one more stronghold against any attempt 
to take away the cherished liberties of Ulster. 

Speaking afterwards from a platform, Lord 
Craigavon said that he could not help reflect- 
ing on the happy country Ulster was, and 
how they should sympathise with others not 
so favourably placed. The Government had 
striven to entrench Ulster in such a- way As 
not to fear any attempts to filch away the 
civil and religious rights which they enjoyed 
under the British flag, and they had taken 
every precaution to preserve law and order 
in the country. He was not going to antici- 
pate his remarks on the Tweifth, except to 
thank Sir William Allen and bis other col- 
leagues for the brilliancy with which they 
handled the recent thorny and difficult 
speeca made in the Imperial Parliament, and 
he would like Sir William to be the medium 
of a message of thanks to Lady Astor and 
thers who had so successfully defeated one 

the plots hatched against Ulster’s in- 
tegrity.

DERATING 

Mr. M. BRENNAN (U.L.P., Rosconmon) 
said the measure fell far short of the promises 
made by the Government when getting into 
power, in relation to de-rating.

It was heavy, but he 
would not say it was too heavy, and he felt 
that the liability of several millions under 
the Act of 1932 was justified Good work had 
been done in that direction by the last Go- 
vernment, bat an earlier attempt ought to 
have been made to tackle the problem in a 
way that would help to an earlier solution. 
That was what the present Government had 
done. It was not true to suggest that the 
problem was not being dealt with in Dublin 
City. 

No one, said the Minister, would stand for 
fraudulent utility societies. He did not, in 
fact, think such existed, but he Was aware 
that sometitility societies had done very little 
to justify their existence. 

After being read a second time the bill 
was passed through the Committee stage 
without amendment by arrangement. The 
House agreed to take the remaining stages, 
and the bill was finally passed. 


PUBLIC WORKS 


&- 


DEBATE ON THE 
 ESTIMATES 


The debate was resumed in the Dail yester- 
day om the estimates of the Ofhce of Public 
Works, public works and buildings, relief 
schemes and employment schemes. 

Mr. DILUON, dealing with the national 
schools in the country, said that the accom- 
modation was entirely imadequate, and he 
believed that accommodation would be more 
suitable and healthy if there were fewer and 
better schools, and the provision for staffs 
and pupils made in one up-to.date building. 

The PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY 
TO THE MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. 
Hugo Flinn), replying, said that, broadly 
speaking, the arrangement in connection with 
the new schemes of public works would be 
made as before by the Local Government 
Board. In the past it had been a matter of 
negotiation as to how much money should be 
contributed by the local authorities. 


£400,000 FOR ROADS 


They proposed this year to spend three 
times as much money on public health works 
as they did in any previous year. ey pro- 
posed to spend in all a gum in the neighbour- 
hood ef upon utban roads, and 
they hoped to get a contribution on a 
“ fifty-fitty ”' basis from the urban area. They 
hoped also to spend a couple of hundred 
thousand pounds in different areas in clear- 
ing sites in advance for housing. This would 
be of benefit to the local authorities, and 
for that agam they would require a very 
definite contribution. 

Detailed estimates and plans, he said, had 
been prepared for converting the Viceregal 
Lodge into a museum, and there was no 
change in the intention te use it as such. 

The Estimates were agreed to.

Mr. R. MULCAHY (U.LP., Dublin, N.), 
moving to refer back the estimate for re- 
consideration, referred to the Commission of 
Inquiry into Banking Currency and Credit. A 
large amount of important evidence must have 
been taken by the Commission, he said, 
When, he asked, would the report be pub- 
lished. | 

Mr. MacENTEE said that he did not think 
they had any control over the manner in 
which the Commission of Inquiry into Bank- 
ing Currency and Credit conducted its sit- 
tings. The Commission had not, he -said, 
been lax. Since November, 1934, there had 
been twenty-one sessions, averaging three 
days each. He was not in a position to say 
when the report would be made. It might 
be taken that, as soon as the report was 
presented and considered, the evidence 
would be made available to the general public. 
The Commission, he iallesvheod. was at pre- 
sent engaged in reviewing the evidence, with 
a view to formulating its recommendations. 


CHANGED TIMES 


Mr. MULCAHY said that if they had to 
wait very much longer for the findings of the 
Commission those findings were not going to 
be of much use to them. Conditions had 
changed since 1934. 

Mr. MacKNTEE said that he had not in- 
terfered with or communicated with the Com- 
mission since it had been set up. It would be an 
unwarrantable interference on their part to 
dictate to the members of the Commission. 
Thev had selected eminent economists, inter- 
nationally recognised figures, to act on the 
Commission. ‘The Commission had not been 
established for any political reason. They 
had felt that conditions had changed so 


much since the establishment of the Free 


State that it was essential that some inquiry 
should be made. 


THE GENERAL ELECTION 
“ 


Mr. MULCAHY said that the Minister 
was going to burk the reading of the report 
oí the Commission until after the next 
general election. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I., Cork City) said 
that the Commission was carrying out a very 
important work. ‘If the Minister had given 
an undertaking to the Commission that the 
evidence would not be published pending the 
issuing of the report, Mr. Mulcahy should 
withdraw his motion. Were the people, he 
asked, to be blindfolded, with a general 
election in the offing, as to the economic and 
firancial position of the country? If the 
Minister hid from the public what went on 
before the Commission, there could be only 
one conclusion to be drawn. and that was 
that the Government were afraid to publish 
the evidénce. 


“ SHEER NONSENSE ” 

Mr. MacENTEE said that Mr. Cosgrave’s 
speech was sheer nonsense. An attempt had 
been made ta force his hand—to interfere 
with the conduct of the Commission enquir- 
ing into the question. 

“1 do not care,” he said, “ what is the 
nature of the report so loug as it is founded 
on the evidence and so long as some

advantage will come of it to the community, | 


That is my primary concern and the concern 
of the Government.’ 
Commission no assurance that it would not 
be published. 

Dealing with the report of the previous 
Currency Commission, Mr. MacEntee asked 
why was the evidence im connection with that 
Commission, previously available, withheld 
when Mr. Cosgrave had power to publish’ it 
in 1927, and why was a transcript of that 
evidence not available now! 


MR. COSGRAVE 

Mr. COSGRAVE said. that the Minister 
had implied that he (Mr. Cosgrave) had 
evidence at his disposal from the first Bank- 
ing Commission which he had refused to 
make public. There was, he said, a request 
that the report of the Commission should be 
ublished, and there was introduced in the 
Dail a bill to implement that Commission’s 
findings. 

Whatever documents were under his con- 
trol or in his custody were left for the State 
by him, but he could not say the same about 
the person that was before him—the present 
President of the Executive Council. In order 
to make up documents which his predecessor 
had taken away he (Mr. Cosgrave) had left 
his own documents behind, and if the Mins- 
ter suggested that he had removed evidence 
or destroyed it he took the opportunity of re- 
pooetne it. Had the Minister inferred 
that ? 

Mr. MacENTEE—The Deputy, who, as 
President of the Executive Council, could 
have seen that the evidence was available to 
members in the library, omitted to put it in. 

Mr. COSGRAVE said. that there was the 
Ministers and Secretaries Act, and the Minie- 
ter for Fimance should be-aware that any 
documents in the centro] of a Minister other 
than the President of the Executive Council 
were not under the control of the President. 
Did the Minister mean to infer that by reason 
of any remissness on his part evidence was 


missing ? 
DOCUMENTS 

.» Whatever documents were under his con- 
trol or for which he was responsible were left 
by him in the office he was responsible 
for. He would meet any charge in that re- 
spect, and would make those responsible for 
it face the consequences. Those digressions 
were made by the Minister when he had a 
bad case. He had never heard or read of 
such a slave mind as that which dominated 
the Minister when put certain questions in 
the House. They had not asked that the 
Press be allowed to attend the sittings of the 
Bankimg Commission, and they had not asked 
that the evidence should be published except 
with the consent of the Commission. They 
were entitled to say that very material 
changes had been made im the economic and 
financial position of the State during the 
last four years, and they were entitled to 
assume that those matters came before the 
Banking ission.- Would the Minister 
undertake to have the report of the Banking 
Commission published five months before the 
general election? 


SOSPICION 

The Minister seemed to Lave found faults 
with his predecessers for publishing it in 
January and having an election in June. 
Would ‘the Minister undertake to give five 
months’ notice in the present case, or even 
four months? If after eighteen months the 
Commission published a voluminous report, 
it would not be fair to publish it on the eve 
of a general election. The Minister, of course, 
would say that the first Constitution of the 
State was published on the morning of a 
general election. 

Mr. MacENTEE—Suspicious, too.

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The British Cabinet 


What is happening to the British 
Cabinet? Until a few months ago the 
‘dea of a Cabinet might have been the 
motto of the three musketeers: ‘‘ Each 
for all, and all for each.” If a Minister 
differed from the accredited policy of the 
Cabinet, he resigned, and that was the 
end of that. He certainly did not retain 
his portfolio, and give expression at the 
same time to his own views at dinners 
or club meetings, or in foreign capitals: 
when a Minister spoke on any point of 
policy, it could be assumed that his senti- 
ments were the sentiments of his Cabinet. 
Since last autumn this old doctrine has 
undergone a striking change. The process 
began when Sir Samuel Hoare, then 
Foreign Secretary, took it upon himself 
to arrange, in concert with M. Laval, a 
settlement between, Italy and Abyssinia, 
distinctly favourable to the 
Italians. To the British people’s credit, 
it would have none of this underhand and 
dishonourable bargaining; a of 
protest arose, and Sir Samuel Hoare, as 
befitted a Minister in his position, resigned 
office. Yet people still ask themselves if 
Sir Samuel Hoare was the real culprit. 
It is almost impossible to believe that he 
visited Paris with the full knowledge of 
his Cabinet, but without power to commit 
his Government to any decision that he 
and M. Laval might reach. In the old 
days the victim of the people’s resent- 
ment. in similar circumstances, would not 
have been the Foreign Secretary alone, 
but the entire Cabinet; yet Mr. Baldwin 
did not hesitate to throw his lieutenant to 
the lions, to disclaim all responsibility, 
and to permit the world to assume that

The Hoare affair was only the first of 
many strange incidents. From the moment 
when Mr. Anthony Eden succeeded to the 
Foreign Secretaryship it became clear that 
he lacked the wholehearted support of Mr. 
Baldwin. Where Mr. Eden was downright 
and positive, Mr. Baldwin's pronounce- 
ments were vague and vacillating—so 
much so that the Italian propagandists 
had excellent ground for ‘their stories of 
splits and schisms in the British Cabinet. 
With Mr. Baldwin's uncompromising sup- 
port, there is little doubt that Mr. Eden 
would have brought the French Govern- 
ment to his way of thinking, and sanctions 
would have become a real thing instead 
of a mockery. This weakness of the 
British Premier has contributed as much 
as anything else to the League’s failure 
against Italv and to the loss of Abyssinian 
independence. Now Mr. Baldwin is paying 
the price. Within a fortnight the world 
has enjoyed, or has mourned, the spectacle 
of a British Government that does not 
know its own mind, and stands in pitiful 
lack of leadership. Before there was any 
official announcement of Britain's resolve 
to abandon a policy of sanctions against 
Italy, Mr.. Neville the

He has allowed 
it to be known among his friends that 
he will not remain in office after the 
Coronation next year, and already the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has been 
marked out as his successor. As matters 
stand at present, it is very doubtful 
whether the Premier will be able to 
remain in Downing street until the middle 
of next year. British prestige, which 
depends so much upon the personality of 
the Prime Minister, has fallen badly 
during recent months. Divided counsels 
have had their inevitable result. A 
Ministry that is at sixes and sevens cannot 
hope to inspire confidence either at home 
or abroad, and the signs of internal revolt 
among members of the Cabinet are far 
too strong to be ignored. We do not think 
for a moment that Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain would make an ideal Premier, He 
represents a school of high Tory thought 
that has outlived its usefulness, and is 
not nearly so sympathetic a type as Mr. 
Baldwin. Nevertheless, a strong man is 
needed badly in Britain at present. There 
has been far too much wobbling and 
indecision during the last twelve months, 
and it is high time that the head of the

ane world—or nearly all of it— has been 
mapped and surveyed to such an extent 
that it holds few mysteries now, but the 
Brazilian jungle is one of them. If once 
if were explored completely the interest in 
it probably would cease ; for the region is 
desperately unhealthy, and seems to be 
without much commercial value. Romance 
lingers in Brazil only because the jungle 
is virtually impassable to white men, and 
because very little is#known about the 
savage tribes who live there. Thus, it 
holds all the mystery that “darkest 
Africa’’ held fifty years ago, and the fate 
of Colonel Fawcett is a curious example

him. As it stands, however, his story is 
very different. Colonel Fawcett was con- 
vinced that in the middle of the jungle 
there was a lost country, ruled by intel 
ligent men, and enjoying a civilisation of 
its own. Eleven years ago he set out with 
his son and another companion in pursuit 
of the dream, and they never came back. 
Explorers who had some experience of the 
jungles in Brazil were not very much sur- 
prised. Apart from the fact that the

could count himself lucky, while, even if 


man who not succumb to malaria 
he conquered the jungle and escaped the 
fever, he still would have to cope with 
Savages who are known to be very hostile 
and treacherous. Colonel Fawcett and his 
comrades almost certainly were dead, and 
the first expedition which set out after him 
never had much hope of finding them alive. 
The story did not end there, however, for 
the search party, having followed the route 
which Fawcett was presumed to have 
taken, cross-examined a number of natives 
and noted their statements. Many of these 
statements could be dismissed altogether 
as the wildest of rumours; but some of 
them implied that Fawcett was still alive, 
and many people who normally could not 
be called credulous began to wonder if the 
explorer’s dream of lost cities and a buried 
civilisation might not be. true after all. 
Was it possible, they asked, that Fawcett 
had escaped his perils and had come to 
Was he, 
perhaps, a citizen of this strange kingdom 
ruler, even, like 
Prester John? So the legend grew, 


romantic and incredible as it was; and

Those who 
regard sport as a mere pastime have no 
chance to excel, and the amateur, in the 
old sense of the word—the man or woman 
who plays a game for the sheer fun of the 
thing—has become virtually extinct. We 
are sorry to say that the old sporting 
spirit seems also to have disappeared. 
Games have become grim, life-and-death 
affairs, in which Mrs. Battle’s attitude 
towards whist is observed with the 
strictest discipline, and the player who 
should try to revive the spirit of more 
spacious days would be frowned upon 
sternly by his, or her, companions.

B.B.C. Reform 


From time to time eerie rumours have 
emerged from the B.B.C. headquarters in 
Portland square of dictatorships and 
tyranny. Sir John Reith was pictured by 
some rather too blithe spirits as a giant, 
beetle-browed figure stalking the long 
corridors, horse-whip in hand, dismissing 
the mighty, and elevating to comfortably- 
paid heights some underling who momen- 
tarily had pleased him. Shocking scenes 
were said to have been witnessed as 
world-famous artistes were cut off in full 
song to make room for the fat stock prices, 
and the scandalmongers made the very 
worst of one or two important resignations. 
Such flights of fancy were inevitable. In 
common with film stars, the B.B.C. plays 
too large a part in the lives of the people 
of Great Britain for the people of Great 
Britain to ignore the Corporation. When 
a film star passes the time of day with a 
point-duty policeman he (or, more pro- 
bably, she) may earn a double column 
heading in the newspapers; and the 
result is the same if even the mildest 
zephyr blows up in Broadcasting House. 
From the terms of the new charter, how- 
ever, which comes into force on January 1, 
the Ullswater Committee does seem to have 
discovered fire beneath the smoke. In its 
recommendations there is a strong bias 
against any assumption of too autocratic 
powers by the B.B.C. Firstly, it must be 
run in the future on the lines of the 
British Civil Service. The powers will have 
no control over the private lives of those 
in their employ; they must make no 
editorial comment upon current affairs, 
arid all expenses must be published in the 
very fullest detail. They will not be 
allowed to present sponsored programmes, 
or any form of direct advertisement. Very 
probably the B.B.C. is neither amused 
nor pleased; but, to the genera! public, 
the sole point of interest in the coming 


reform is the decision by the Government 
that Sunday programmes must be lighter 
and brighter.

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:—The concluding offer oí the 
Italian Government sums up the confusion 
of these days at Geneva. It is an offer of 
participation in the reform of the League. 
What is to be the purpose of the reformer? 
What will the successful aggressor bring 
to the repair of a broken Covenant! Yet 
it is essential that the luck and lawless- 
ness of the Italian enterprise shall not 
stand as a precedent condoned and accepted 
by nations which have contributed to the 
one while they have condemned the other. 
There must be, and will be, a Covenant and 
a League. The nature of the Covenant and 
the composition of the League will. have 
quite clearly a mutual bearing. M. Blum 
yesterday declared his preference for the 
present Covenant, possibly amended by re- 
interpretation, and for the full invocation 
of collective security against future 
aggressors. The so-called neutral Powers 
demand that the system of sanctions shall 
be effective, and otherwise decline all part 
in it. Both those declarations concentrate 
upon the keeping of peace and not the 
making of it; but the second truly comes 
first, above all, when the League is seek- 
ing a fresh start. The obligations 
which members of the League can— 
and ought to—undertake cannot be 
measured, save by the risks which they will 
have to meet. This is a matter not for 
juridical argument but for diplomacy, the 
leading réles in which are at the moment, 
and for this purpose, held by Britain and 
Germany. 

M. Blum came nearer the heart of the 
business when he hoped that the German 
reply to the British Note might inaugurate 
the péaceful reconstruction of Europe. 
This is the first of all questions to be put 
and answered: What is the composition 
of the renewed League to be? Is it to 
be a constructive League, comprising 
Germany,. based upon firm contributory 
political understandings, and capable of 
showing that peace is profitable for all; 
or is Germany going to refuse the 
collaboration essential to a full League, 
leaving an organisation in which measures 
of common defence inevitably pre- 
dominate? With or without Germany the 
League is going on, and decisions on its 
future cannot be deferred beyond the 
autumn. But the first question to be 
settled is whether or no Germany is to 
claim participation and full rights in a 
conclusive treaty of peace. Planning 
without this knowledge will be planning 
in the dark. There is, as Lord Rennell 
made clear in his admirably argued speech 
in the House of Lords yesterday, the more 
reason to hasten elucidation on this head, 
since there is a strong body of opinion in 
France, Germany and Britain alike 
anxious for an understanding.

Lhe urgent need of funds in view of the pro- 
jected excension of the Créche was stressed at 
the annuai meeting yesterday of the Managing 
Committee of the sick Poor instrtution and 
Liberty Créci.e. 

The meeting was held in the Creche 
pr.mises at 94 Meath street, Mrs. Hudson, 
Chairman, presidiug. 

Normally the Creche, which depends almost 
entirely. on voluntary subscriptions, caters 
for some forty chridren daily, and, apart from 
the need for repairs to the building, the 
premises tend to become overcrowded. Con- 
seqriently the Committee of Management are 
endeavouring to add another nurse by 
utilising adjoining premises which requtre te 
be renovated for the purpose. 

This was revealed in the annual report by 
the Hon, Secretary, Mr. W. 1. Malcolmson, 
Bushy Park road, Terenure. 

The report, which covered the year ending 
the 3lst December, 1935, indicated that it was 
the 43rd year of the existence of the Créche, 
and stated that the attendance of children 
numbered 7,319, an increase of 119 on the 
previous year, in spite of epidemics and sick- 
uess.

The Press Association learns in London 
that there is to be a seguel in Geneva to 
the recent Danzig incident in which Mr. 
Sean Lester, the League High Commis- 
sioner, was involved. Mr. Lester, it is 
understood, reached Geneva last night. 
He will see Mr. Eden, the British Foreign 
Secretary, who is President of the League 
Council and rapporteur on the Danzig 
question, and M, Beck, the representative 
of Poland, which is the country charged 
with the external affairs of Danzig. 

It is Mr. Lester’s duty as League High 
Commissioner to report direct to Geneva, 
and full details of the “ incident ” will 
be given by him to Mr. Eden and M. Beck. 
Some means will be found, if it is thought 
necessary, of raising the matter publicly 
before the League at the present meeting. 

Briefly, the “ incident ’’ was this :— 

The German cruiser Leipzig paid a visit 
to Danzig and arrangements were made 
for Mr. Lester to extend the usual courte- 
sies to the captain and officers. Then he 
was notified that they did not propose to 
ay the customary visit of courtesy to 

im. Simultaneously there was a per- 
sonal attack upon Mr. Lester in the Press 
of the local Nazi Party. 

This attack implied that the League of 
Nations served no purpose except to inter- 
fere in Danzig affairs, that it had recently 
sliown its impotence, and that it might 
now cease to take any share in the control 
of Danzig.

M. Leon Blum, the French Premier, 
stressed France’s restraint when faced with 
German aggression in occupying the 
Rhineland. 

“The people of France,” he said, 
‘‘ want peace.” At the same time they 
did not stand for submission to force or 
acceptance of faits accomplis. We do not 
stand for the peace of France alone, but 
for the indivisible peace of Europe.” 

A European war, which would be almost 
fatal, was again —re ‘Let us 
attack the spirit of war,” he urged. ‘‘ We 
must not relax, but we must tighten the 
obligations of the Covenant.”’ 

He indicated that the French delegation 
would seek to achieve that end by ‘nter- 
pretation of the Covenant. France de- 
clared her fidelity to international law. 
She wished to make collective security a 
reality, and would concentrate her 
strength to that end. 

M. Blum urged general disarmament by 
progressive reduction, side by side with 
collective security. It was in that spirit 
that France would try to deal with the 
international issues. 

In his references to tightening the 
League»Covenant, M. Blum said: '' The 
French Government co ‘d not subscribe 
to any revision formula which would re- 
duce the League’s réle to one of mere 
academic consultation.”’ 

Referring to sanctions,, 
“France sees only one method of 
liquidating the past, and that is by 
creating another future. We are happy to 
see that the Italian Government's 
memorandum brings a contribution to the 
attenuation of the present difficulties, and 
we hope that the German reply to the 
British questionnaire tan, in its turn, 
serve as a jumping-off point for the peace- 
ful reconstruction of Europe.” 


SURRENDER 


“ Fifty nations, led by three of the most 
powerful nations in the world, are about 
to declare their powerlessnéss to protect 
the weakest in their midst,’’ said Mr. te 
Water, head of South Africa’s delegation. 

“ My Government, whom I haye the 
honour to represent, desires me to say 
here that this renunciation, by the most 
powerful members of the League, of the 
collective decision most solemnly taken by 
us all under the obligation by which we 
declared ourselves bound, can alone be 
interpreted as a surrender by them of the 
authority of the League—a surrender of the 
high trust and ideals of world peace en- 
trusted to each member nation of this 
institution. 

‘‘I am to declare that this surrender, 
if it is agreed upon by the nations, cannot 
be interpreted as impotence to safeguard 
that trust, but as a fatal denial of their 
ability to bear the sacrifices necessary for 
the fulfilment of their obligations. 


LEAGUE’S SURVIVAL 


“The Union of South Africa cannot 
subscribe to a declaration to the world 
which, in their profound belief, will 
shatter for generations all international 
confidence and all hope of realising world 
peace ; for it is idle to suppose that by a 
process of reconstruction thereafter the 
League can survive as an instrument of 
world influence and peace.”’ 

‘The nations are arming feverishly ; 
what will be the end?” asked Mr. Te 
Water. ‘‘ For what purpose are they 
pouring out treasure and exhausting the 
resources of science in the vastest mass 
production of armaments ever known! ”' 

In conclusion, Mr. Te Water announced 
the decision of South Africa—that it was 
still prepared to maintain sanctions, and 
that that course, it was their deep con- 
viction, would alone maintaim the League 
of Nations as an instrument of security 
for its membors. 


CANADA’S ATTITUDE 


The Canadian delegate, Mr. Vincent 
Massey, High Commissioner in London, 
opposed the maintenance of sanctions. He 
said that the Canadian Government had 
made it known that, in its view, the con- 
tinuance of the ineffective economic ~~ 
sure could not secure the original objec- 
tive of sanctions( and would be worse 
than useless. 

“ Tt has been urged,’’ he went on, “ that 
the members of the League should defi- 
nitely undertake to resort to whatever 
compulsion, including war, might be

necessary to secure that objective; but it 
seems clear that there is no appreciable 
number of effective members who would be 
prepared to embark on such a course, 
while, even if they did, there is no 
certainty that the objective would not 
soon be lost sight of in the very serious 
disturbances that might arise. 

‘‘ Holding this estimate of the position, 
the Canadian Government declared that 
it could not feel itself warranted either 
to committing Canada to such a course 
or in urging those members of the League 
upon whom the main burden in this would 
fal] to undertake it if they were not 
themselves convinced of its  njecessity. 
Consequently, while greatly regretting the 
failure of the joint attempt to protect a 
weak fellow-member of the League, there 
would appear to be no practical alterna- 
tive for Canada but to support the dis- 
continuance of sanctions.’’ 


MR. EDEN’S SPEECH 


Mr. Eden was the next speaker. ‘‘It 
is the view of His Majesty’s Government 
that this Assembly should not in any way 
recognise Italy’s conquest of Abyssinia,” 
he said. “ We are all conscious that the 
economic and financial measures have 
failed to fulfil the purpose for which they 
were imposed. The course of military 
events and the local situation in Abyssinia 
have brought us to a point at which the 
sanctions are incapable of reversing the 
order of events in that country. 

“Tf His Majesty’s Government had any 
reason to believe that the maintenance of 
existing sanctions, or even the addition to 
the other economic measures, would re- 
establish the position in Abyssinia, then, 
for their part, they would be prepared to 
advocate such a policy, and, if other mem- 
bers of the League agreed, to join in its 
application. In view of the facts of the 
present situation in Abyssinia His 
Majesty’s Government find it impossible 
to entertain an¥ such belief. 

“I cannot believe,” he declared, “ that 
in present world conditions military 
action should be considered a possibility.” 


THE MEDITERRANEAN 
In .addition to the statement that 
Britain did not propose to recognise the 
Italian conquest, Mr. Eden said that, in 
the view of the British Government, re- 
ciprocal assurances in the Mediterranean 
should continue over the period of un-

SOVIET AND GERMANY 

M. Litvinoff, U.S.S.R., who followed 
Mr. Eden, made an obvious reference to 
the “ German menace” in explaining 
why, in his opinion, stronger measures in 
the Abyssinian dispute were impossible. 

“Such measures could only be con- 
sidered if one or several States could be 
found which, in virtue of their geographical] 
position and special interests, would agree 
to bear the main brunt of a military 
encounter. £ 

“Such States were not to be found 
among us, and, even if they had been 
found, the other States, before deciding on 
any particular degree of co-operation in 
serious medsures, would require guarantees 
that similar co-operation could also be 
counted upon in other cases of suppressing 
the aggressor. 

“Such guarantees are all the more neces- 
sary because some actions and statements 
of one European State, whose aggressive 
intentions leave no room for doubt— 
indeed, are openly proclaimed by that 
State itself—indicate an accelerated rate 
of preparation for aggression in more than 
one direction.” 

The attitude of some countries to these 
actions, and the lenient treatment accorded 
to their authors, shook the belief that 
these guarantees could be immediately 
secured. 

“ I assert that Article 16 equipped the 
League of Nations with such powerful 
weapons that, in the event of their being 
fully applied, every aggression can be 
broken. Moreover; the very conviction 
that they may be applied may rob the 
aggressor of his zeal to put his criminal

Dr. Cyril Norman Hinshelwood, a formet 
Fellow of Balliol, is a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, and is Lecturer in Chemical 
Dynamics in the University of Oxford, 
where he has been Fellow and Tutor of 
Trinity College since 1921. He is the lead- 
ing authority in Great Britain (and pos- 
sibly in the world) on Chemical Dynamics? 
Scientiae Chemicae in regione d 1c@ 
omnium facile princeps; and is therefore 
interested rather in the way in which 
atoms and molecules react than simply in 
the results of these reactions. He is also 
one of the principal investigators of Chain 
reactions, as they are called: im eis 
reactionibus investigandis quae per seriem 
extenduntur (ut aiunt) dux et signifer, 
erstat: cases, that is to say, in which, 
when molecules interact, the matter does 
not end there, but they communicate some 
of their energy to their neighbours, and 
they in turn pass on energy to those next 
them in the series. Dr. Hinshelwood has 
spent much time on the elucidation of the 
reaction between hydrogen and oxygen to 
form water, and has proved that this 
process, once regarded as extremely 
“simple, is in reality particularly complex 
and obscure. It is noteworthy that he is 
one of the youngest men on whom the 
University of Dublin has ever conferred an 
Honorary Degree: vix quemquam, 
sciam, iuniorem Senatut nostro honoris 
cuusa adscripsimus: a fact to which, im 
presenting Dr. Hinshelwood, the Publis 


Orator gave special prominence. 


Joun Cartes Grant LEDINGHAM, 
C.M.G., F.K.S. 

Dr. John Charles Grant Ledingham, 
disciplinarum in provinciis duabus, et im 
mathematicw et tm medicina, nobilis et 
insignis, gained the highest honours im 
Mathematics and in Medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen.

Dr. Té&tot Reaveley Glover has been 
Public Orator in the University of 
Cambridge ‘since 1921, He is a Fellow 
of St. John’s, a college rightly described 
as “very dear to us”: Collegit nobis 
valde cari socius: because it is connected 
with Trinity College, Dublin, by the 
intimate bond of.a friendly alliance. Dr. 
Glover’s. writings on historical - and 
religious subjects are justl famed, 
amongst the t known of them being 
Life and Letters in the Fourth Centuty, 
The Conflict of Religions in the Early 
Roman Empire, The Jesus of History, 
and The Ancient World: vert vias et 
religionum origines, prioris aevi victum 4 
et mores, certamen diu anceps inter fides 
nostrae dejfensores et advérsarios, vitam 
denique Domini nostri tanta diligentia 
erploravié ut neminem pleniore manu hoc 
saeculum doctrina locupletasse diceres. 
His eminence as a speaker is attested by 
the anprecedented size of the attendances 
at his Donnellan Lectures four years ago:

CARL JOHANNES MARSTRANDER, 

Dr, Carl Johannes Marstrander is Prto- 
fessor of Celtic Philology in the University 
of Oslo. When still in his ’teens he went 
to the Blasket Islands and mastered the 
living Irish dialect there, speaking it like 
a native. In the same way he visited 
Wales and Brittany to perfect his know- 
ledge of the Cymric branch of Celtic: 
sermonem huius tnsulae vernaculum tam 
penitus didicit ut poetae verbdis paulum 
tommutatrs, 

Hune in lernensi iurares aere natum. 
mec minore studio ct successu ad Cambriae 
et Armoricae’ didlectos mor animum 
entendit, He is well known in Dublin. 
where for several years he lectured in the 
School of Irish Learning; and his first 
important publication was the fasciculus 
ef the Dictionary of the Irish language 
containing a portion of the letter D:

Not Celtic alone, but the 
whole domain of Indo-European he has 
taken as his province: linguarum Indo.

Hravit. He as an authority on Sanskrit 
and Scandinavian, and even the ancient 
Hittite tongue has claimed his attention. 
In fact, like the Carthaginian in Plautus, 
he knows every language under heaven - 
ts omnes lingitas scit, 

Hexty Woopn Nevinson. 

Dr. Henry Woodd Nevinson was. at 
Shrewsbury School, whence he went up to 
Christ Church, Oxford: and the Public 
Orator, himself an old Salopian, expressed 
his consciousness of his own insignificance 
and total inadequacy to the task of 
worthily presenting a school-fellow so 
famous throughout the world. To no man 
tan more fittingly be applied the words in 
which Cicero expresses his admiration for 
him who stands out from the infinite 
multitude of mankind as the unique, or 
almost unique, exponent of an art fot 
which all are by nature fitted : Quid est 
tam adm rable, quam ex infinita hominwm | 
multitudine eristere tinum, qui id quod 
omnibus natura sit datum, vel solus vel | 
cum naucts faccre possit? For assuredly 
Dr. Nevinson is the prince of war. corre- 
spondents.

IMPOSING ARRAY

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 
HE hearing was resumed of the suit in 
hE which Anna Frances Lady Esmonde, of 
Gratian House, St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin, seeks, as executrix, to establish the 
last will, dated July 18, 1928, of her husband, 
Sir Thomas H. Grattan Esmonde, Bart., who 
died in September last. By this will the 
testator left all his property to the. plaintiff, 
who was his second wife. 

The defendant in the suit, Sir Osmond T. 
Grattan Esmonde, Bart., of 27 Upper Pem- 
broke street, Dublin, eldest son of the 
testator, opposed the will on the three usual! 
statutory Cr — and propounded a will 
dated July 28, 1927. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C.,. Mr. E. J. Kelly, 
K.C., Mr. McGuackin, K.C., and Mr. Marnan 
{instructed by Measrs. 1. F. O'Connell, 
Rooney and Co.) appeared for the plaintiff ; 
and Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., Mr. Fitetéerald, 
K.C,, Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C., and Tir. 
Monka (instructed by Mr. L. J. O'Neill) for 
the cefendant. 

Mr. Patrick Rooney, solicitor, who had 
given. evidence on Monday and Tuesday, 
stated, in re-examination by Mr. Kelly, that 
an July 18, 1928, Sir Thomas gave instruc- 
tions for the making of his last will, and 
waited while witness dictated them to a 
shorthand-typist, and the will was engrossed 
and signed on the same day. 


£400 A YEAR 


Witness said that under the will of the first 
Lady Esmonde her children got all her 
property and all the property over which she 
had a disposing power in equal shares. The 
only benefit that Sir Thomas got under that 
will was an annuity of £400 per annum as 
long as he remained Bailí, and £700 which 
he was paid under that provision was the 
only sum he got out of the estate. . 

Duty was payable on over £160,000, which 
passed from the first Lady Esmonde to the 
children at one time or other, and was either 
her own property or property over which she 
had disposing power. 

Mr. Kelly—Are you in a position to say 
that other property passed from her to the 
children in addition to the £160,000 mentioned 
in the schedule of assets’ 

Mr. Justice Hanna—It does 
none of these people is a pauper. 

Witness identified various documents, in- | 
cluding acceptances by the defendant and the 
daughters of Sir Thomas of the arbitration of 
the Rev. A. F. Hickey in regard to the dis- 
posal of £8,000, which was Sir Thomas’s 
share of a sum of £40,000 left by the first 
Lady Esmonde, and wiiich was divided 
between her hasband and their children. The 
decision of Father Hickey provided that the 
capital sum of £6,000 should be invested in 
the names of trustees; that the income should 
be enjoyed by Sir Thomas during his life, 
and that, on his death, the capital should be 
divided between the children.

ANOTHER DIARY EXTRACT 


Mr. Wood—In October, 1928, Sir Thomas 
records this in his diary: “ We breakfasted 
again at’ St. Stephen’s Green, and there I 
found the usual accumulation of letters. I 
attended the National Bank, and there I 
learned of the death shortly after my depar- 
ture of my fellow-director, Mr. P. P. 
Morrissey. As | had left my address in 
Newfoundland and New York Í might have 
been informed of it. | also learned with 
amazement of what followed. Without pay- 
ing me the compliment of informing me, and 
asking my views as Chairman of the DalLlin 
Board, Mr. Meers, the Chairman of the Bank 
in London, asked Mr. T. M. Healy, our late 
Governor-General, if he would join the Board. 
Mr. Healy consented; the London director 
supported Mr, Meers, but when the Dublin 
directors were consulted they refused to allow 
Mr. Healy’s candidature to stand. Whereupon 
Mr. Meers withdrew his offer to Mr. Healy, 
and sent over Sir Thomas Molony to apologise 
to him. Of this they gave me no inkling 
of what ‘was géing on, though my address 
in America ‘was known in the Dublin office,’”’ 
He went home and he recorded that in his 
diary. ‘ Did be harbour that in his mind? 

Mr. McGuckin—I object to that. 

Mr. Verdon, Manager of the Patriotic 
Assurance Company, in reply to Mr. Kelly, 
stated that Sir Thomas attended the board 
meetings in 1928. Sir Thomas’s business 
capacity and mental ability were very good. 


* EXCELLENT ADVICE” 


Mrs. Gertrude Langdale, of Houghton 
MeGuckin, said that Sir Thomas Esmonde 
and her husband, Colonel P. Langdate,; were 
first cousins, and Sir Thomas was a frequent 
visitor at their residence in Yorkshire, and 
also'in London. “The relations between her 
family and Sir Thomas were of the most 
intimate character. Sir ‘Thomas and Lady 
Ksmonde were leaving for the fishing in 
Newfoundland in 1928. and they stayed with 
her from a Sunday in July until the follow- 
ing Tuesday. Sir Thomas was very happy, 
and was sharp and alert in mind and body. 
There was no sign of mental deficiency at 
all. She consulted Sir Thomas on important 
matters of business connected with herself 
and Colonel Langdale. He gave her the most 
excellent advice, which her trustees after- 
wards carried out. One of the matters con- 
cerning which she consulted him was in 
reference to her will, another matter was 
in respect of railways, while a third was 
connected with Celbridge Abbey, to which 
her husband was heir, Sir Thomas. ac- 
companied them in a drive nearly all over 
Yorkshire, and he was absolutely happy and 
cheerful. 

Mr. McGuckin—Had you any doubt as to 
his testamentary capacity in any way?— 
Absolutely none. 

What is the financial position of you and 
your husband?—We are very rich people. 
There was no question of amy money trans- 
action between Sir Thomas and us. | 

Mrs. Langdale added, in reply to further 
questiens, that Sir Thomas and Lady Esmonde | 
were the happiest people she had ever seen. |

Sir Osmond 
should take over Ballynastragh and have the 
mansion rebuilt, and live in i as far as 
possible as the family home. 


SIR OSMOND'’S VIEWS 


Sir Osmond replied that for the previous 
ten years he had advocated the rebuilding 
of Ballynastragh as the family seat, but the 
situation was counplicated, the whole question 
of the compensation, and even the tenure of 
the land, being then in the melting pot. He 
set out the difficulties which, he said, stood 
in the way of rebuilding, including the 
problem of refurnishing, for which he had 
not. enough money, and added that the 
compensation money for the library, etc., 
had gone to Lady Esmonde. He would do 
his best io reconstruct Ballynastragh. 

In reply to Mr. Wood, witness said that 
in May, 1934, he prepared for the testator a 
power of attorney to Lady Esmonde to deal 
with all testator’s property. As testator 
had teld him that he was not well, witness 
informed him that he should get the docu 
ment witnessed by his medical attendant, 
and this was done. 

Mr. Wood—How long was Lady Esmonde 
transacting business for him ?—W he was 
sick. 

Re-examined by Mr. McGuckin, the 
witness said that Lady Esmonde was ever 
more anxious than Sir Thomas that Osmond 
should have Ballynastragh. Witness kept 
writing to Osmond to finish up the matter, 
but he did not de so.

The offer to Osmond was open down to the 
date of Sir Thomas's death, bat nothing 
practical was done about it.

Mr. Kevin Haugh (instruéted by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. Herman 
Good defended. 

Mr. Haugh said that a young boy had been 
arrested in coniection with another offence, 
and when he was searched two contraceptives 
were found in his possession. As a result 
the police visited the premises of Mr. Kronn 
in Lower Clanbrassil street, and there chs- 
covered a number. A quantity of these goods 
also had been found at the defendant resi- 
dence. Kronn had yiven a reason for the 
possession of them, and, no doubt, it would 
be considered; but, in his opinion, the case 
represented a flagrant violation of the section 
of the Act dealing with the matter. 


A BOY’S EVIDENCE 


Lewis Davies, of Walworth road. i 
Ciealar road, said that he was 16 years ol 
age. “The defendant kept a shop under 
the name of Jackson at Clanbrassil street. 
At the end of January of this year he was 
in the defendant’s shop along with his cousin, 
David Woolfson. The latter gave the defen- 
dart one shilling and got in return three 
contraceptives, which were brought from 4 
room behind the shop. The witness had 
given the shilling to Woolfson, and obtained 
the contraceptives from W oolfson in the 
shop. Witness gave his cousin one of the 
contraceptives and retained two, which were 
found in his possession by the police. . 

Cross-examined by Mr. Good, the witness 
said that he knew Mr. Woolfson was 4 
matried man, and that Woolfson knew Mr. 
Kronn, Woolfson had: not bought anything 
else, and he did not hear any conversation 
between Woolfson and the defendant 

David Woolfson said that he met Davies 
by appointment, and he handed Mr. Kronn 
a shilling and asked him for contraceptives. 
Defendant asked him if he wanted them for 
himself, and he said “No.” Defendant 
remarked that married men used them to

James Fitzpatrick, an employé of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway, pro- 
duced documents showimg that a consignment 
ef goods which had arrived in Dublin on the 
s.s. Slieve Gallion on January 11 of this year 
were from the London Rubber Company, ior 
Kronn of Dublin. The weight of the goods 
wag given as 14ib., and the value as £51 12s. 


THE DEFENCE 

Mr. Good, for the defence, said that there 
was nothing illegal in the umportation of these 
articles prior to February, 1935. Up to then 
the articles had been sold openly. The defen- 
dant did not keep a notice in his shop that he 
had those goods for sale to anyone who came 
te purchase them. The ordinary man in the 
streeb was not conversant with every Act 
which was passed until it was brought to his 
notice by a prosecution such as that. New 
that t was brought to his notice, he could 
tell the Justice that the defendant would have 
nothing more to do with that class of business. 

In convicting the defendant, Mr, Little said 
thet Mr. Good's client clearly belonged to a 
community — whom the Old Testament 

n the Criminal Law Amend- 
ment Act, which became law on the last day 
of February, 1935, they found expressed for 
the first time in the criminal code the defini- 
tion of the crime, which was the use of any 
instrument which was designed to defeat the 
law of Nature concerning the reproductive 
powers of human beings.

HE first yearling sales of the season 

began well, if net spectacularly, this 

morning, and there was generally a 
ood market. Several of the lots offered 
from the late Lord Woolavington’s Laving- 
ton Park Stud were withdrawn, but the 
reserves were high. 

A great deal of rain had fallen during the 
night, but there was none in the morning or 
during racing hours, though it was again un- 
comfortably mugey. The crowd was a very 
good one, considering that the programme 
was not too attractive. The racing was just 
fair, and the bookmakers had slightly the 
worst of it, even though the handicap “ good 
thing, ' Rosecrag, in the Duke of Cambridge 
Han icap, was beaten. 

Mr. Esmond’s colt, who had finished third 
in the Royal Hunt Cup, finished third again, 
beaten this time by Good Deal and Screamer, 
who were three-parts of a length and a head 
in front of him.

Good Deal is a filly by Apelle from Weeds, 
a mare that Mrs. Sofer Whitburn used to 
own, and was a winner at Hurst Park a 
few weeks ago. This was the best effort 
she had ever accomplished, and the former 
jockey, Fred Winter, is to be congratulated 
on the way he has trained her. 

The day began with a seller, the Faken- 
ham Plate. in which one of Gilbert Bennett’s, 
Birthday Honour, was a short-priced 
favourite, but did not finish in the first three.

Nine National Stad Yearlings 
Sold for 15,190 Guineas

EARLINGS from the National Stud were 
b the feature of the Newmarket sales 

yesterday. In the last nineteen years 
the National Stud has bred the winners of 
over £262,000, exclusive of many winners 
abroad, There were nine in this year’s 
dvaft—three colts and six fillies—and they 
were sold for 15,190 guineas. Last year 
twelve realised 19,580 guineas at the corre- 
sponding sale. 

The best of those submitted yesterday was 
the bay filly by Fairway out of Nun’s Veil, 
who after Leas competition was secured by 
the Newmarket trainer, Ted Leader, for 
6,500 guineas. 

There was keen interest when H.H.. Aga 
Khan’s yearlings were submitted. For years 
the Aga Kham has been a buyer, but his 
breeding interests in England, Ireland and 
France are now so vast that he°is in a posi- 
tion to sell some of his yearlings. Mr. J. L. 
Jarvis bought the colt by Dastur out of 
Firouze Ranee for 5,000 guineas, and Mr. K. 
Day went to 1,900 guineas for the colt by 
Rustom Pasha out of Suitan Ranee. The 
Aga Khan’s twelve lots realised 12,290 guineas. 
The total for the day was 42,599 guineas, an 
increase of 11,844 guineas on the total for the

OR the second year in _ succession, 
F Fred Perry (Great Britain) and 
Baron Gottfried von Cramm gg i. 
are to meet in the men’s _ singles 
final of the Wimbledon championships. 
Last year Perry won in three straight 
sets, Yesterday they both gained 
reat semi-final victories, Perry beating 
Donald Budge (U.8.A.) 5-7, 6-4, 6-3, 6-4, and 
von Cramm overcoming the other British 
hope, H. W. Austin, 8-6, 6-5, 2-6, 6-3. 

‘on Cramm and Austin provided a classic 
exhibition for four sets, the Perry match 
which followed sank too often below the 
plane of this semi-final to compare favourably 
with it. Budge matched Perry’s pace sh 
well in the first set that it looked like being 
“the match of the century.” Perry has 
never volleyed better, or with such force 
as he did in these opening games. Budge 
kept up a cracking pace with his magnificent 
back-hand, and he flashed shots continually 
down into the corners, 

Perry, full of vim and dash, simply refused 
to be kept down, and his adventurous play 
earned him a 5-3 lead. He then appeared 
to be in a position to take himself within 
a point of the set. A remarkable trans- 
formation followed. Budge discovered that 
Perry was vulnerable to high lobs, and the 
American began to find inches of space for 
which to pass the champion down the side 
lines. Perry, with his attack flaunted, be- 
came bewildered, and, almost before he 
realised it, Budge had won four games in a 
row and had taken the set at 7-5. 


NEW TACTICS 


Perry now forsook his net attack and con- 
centrated on the baseline. One had to admire 
the temerity with which Perry matched his 
backhand with that of Budge, who probably 
has no superior for that shot in the world. 
mistakes became more frequent in the 
middle of the second _ set. Perry, 
leading 4-1, faltered on his forehand, 
and Budge was allowed to draw level. 
Luckily, Perry pulled himself together in 
time with Budge double-faulting twice in the 
tenth game, the champion made it set all. 


The pace slackened somewhat in the third ! 


set, which proceeded in a more or less ortho- 
dox manner to three all, Perry catching the 
eye with some superb ground shots. The 
dipping forehand drives of Budge often had 
the champion. in difficulties, and the net 


threatened to get in the way of the majority 


of his returns. But again Perry steeled him- 
self for the effort, and breaking through 
the service in the seventh game he went on 
to win the set at 6-5. 

The chgmpion netted four returns in 
succession for Budge, to go ahead by two 
love in the fourth set, but even after Perry 
had levelled, the American still found re 
serve strength with which to pound his 
epponent’s back-hand, and again led at 4-2. 
Ail this time Perry had been strangely loth 
to go up to the net. He had found himself 
passed so often that he seemed unwilling to 
de so. 


THE FINAL FLING 


He grit his teeth, however, for the final 
fling. It came off. Budge found the avenue 
between Perry’s racket on the side line closed, 
and Perry refused to be sent back to the 
base line.’ Volleying was his only chance, 
and he meant to seize it. He drew level at 
four all, regained the lest at 5-4 with a 
perfect back-hand volley in true Perry style, 
and again stormed the net in the tenth game, 
when Budge netted weakly to give Perry 
victory and entrance into the final. 

Austin and von Cramm _ justified their 
claims to he the most stylish players in the 
world. Their best shots usually won the 
points, and neither man could rely on the 
other’s mistakes to pull him through, Von 
Cramm won largely because of his superio* 
physical make-up, and his greater speed 
allowed him to take the ball earher than 
Austin. 


A WONDERFUL START 

The first game of the match—on_ von 
Cramm's service—contamed more brithgnt 
tennis than is usually seen in the whole 
It lasted for nine minutes, deuce 
being called eight times before Austin won. 

Austin had a valuable lead in the first set 
at 43, and when von Cramm missed the 
easiest of smashes to give Austin 5-3 the set 
looked a good thing for England, even when 
the German had drawn up to 4-5. Austin lost 
his servies, and the set went to 6-all. Von 
Oramm wes the first to draw away, and he 
took the set. ; 

Volleving became more frequent in the 
second set. Von Cramm was slightly better 
overhead, and this enabled him to get three 
games in a row alter three-all had been 
called to became two sets up. 

The German seemed to ease up in the third 
set, the snap went out of his play, and Austin 
reduced his deficit by taking the set. The 
rest served yon Cramm in good stead, for 
he returned to his brilliant best in the fourth 
set, titmg Austin with ‘ong rallies. There 
was no stopping the German now—first 3-1, 
then 4-2 and 5-5 were calied in his favour. 
In the ninth game the German quickly went 
to 40-15, missed one net point through over- 
hitting a fore-hand drive, but clinched it with 
a masterly passing shot, which opened the 
decor for him to the final round, 

Yon Cramm, in partnership with H. 
Henkel, caused a stir by retiring at match 
point in the fifth set of their third round 
doubles against W. Allison and J. Van Ryn, 
which had heen left uncompleted on Tuesday 
night. The Germans explained that they were 
anxious to leave London on Saturday morning 
to travel to Zagreb, where they are due to 
meet Yugoslavia in the European final of the 
Davis Cup on Friday of next week. Accord- 
ing to present arrangements, the men’s 
singles final will be played to-morrow, and 
the women’s on Saturday.

in the Free State has recently been 

completed by the erection of a new 
mill at Ballina, Co. Mayo. This is the 
Ballina Flour Mills, Ltd., situated on the 
hanks of the River Moy, and owned and 
operated by Messrs. Murphy Bros., who have 
been in business as maize millers in Ballina 
since the beginning of the century. County 
Mayo is mainly a farming and cattle-raising 
district and very little wheat is grown there, 
so that most of the supplies come by water 
from Liverpool or Bellast or by rail from 
Southern Ireland. The River Moy Harbour 
Commissioners have erected a grain shed ut 
Ballina quay to deal with grain arriving by 
boat, where it is loaded into bulk waggons 
for delivery to the new mill. An intake 
hopper in the mill yard feeds an intake 
elevator, which has a capactty of 25 tons per 
hour. The mill buildings are of steel frame 
construction, filled in with concrete, and 
comprise the mill itself, wheat-cleaning de- 
partment, warehouse and power-house. The 
mill takes its motive power from the River 
Moy, and there is ample water available for 
driving plant, and the new millrace has been 
built’ to bring water to a turbine in the 
Ere Sours. A 250 ne steam engine has 
een installed to supply necessary power 
should the river run very low at certain 
seasons. The first, second, third and top 
floors of the mill carry the mill machinery, 
the ground floor being used for elevator, 
line shafting and exhaust trunks. The wheat 
preparation plant includes a preliminary 
cleaning plant, as well as the usual- wheat 
cleaning, washing and conditioning apparatus. 
As the wheat arrives it passes through a 
bua separator, and intake weigher, a 
rubble separator, & water wheel damper and 
an exhaust, which comprises a cyclone and 


fan. It is then sent to eight bins in the

geven bins in the wheat-cleaning department. 
Having been automatically weighed, the 
grain is fed to a millerator and again to 
separator which takes out the barley and 
oats, which each pass to an oat and barley 
grader. The wheat is then treated on a 
washing and conditioning plant. Two 
thermographs are provided on the condi- 
tioner, one of which is installed in the 
miller’s office. 

The power plant was designed by Messrs. 
McAteer and McEntee to meet the special 
requirements of modern flour mill practice— 
i.e., to be completely reliable for long periods 
of continuous day and night operation, 
coupled with maximum efficiency and low 
costs. 

The steelwork was carried out by Messrs. 
J. and ©. McGloughlin, Ltd., of Dublin. 

The River Moy runs through the mill, and 
advantage was taken of this to instal a water 
turbine, complete with oil pressure governor. 
and capable of giving a normal output of 200 
b.h.p. under a head of 10’ 6” and a maxi- 
mum output of 250 b.h.p. under a head of 
12’ 4". The power is transmitted from the 
vertical shaft of the water turbine through a 
totally enclosed gear box of Messrs. D. Brown 
(Huddersfield), Litd.. manufacture, to a hori- 
zontal shaft running across the ergine room. 
The water turbine was manufactured by 
Messrs. Gilbert Gilkes and Gordon, Ltd., of 
Kendal, and was specially designed to give a 
reasonably high: efficiency under conditions of 
low water. 

A second turbine of 28 b.hp., complete 
with oil pressure governor and gear box, was 
installed for the purpose of driving an 
auxiliary lighting set, and a separate excitor 
for the main alternator.

when burning good quality coal. An out- 
standing feature of this locomobile is that it 
has been provided with a portable overground: 
stepped grate furnace, which can be coupled 
to the boiler in place of the ordinary coal fire 
bars in a matter of some six or eight hours. 

This stepped grate furnace is adapted to 
burn the oat hulls which are produced as 
waste material from the milling operation. 

The drive from the locomobile to the hori- 
zontal shaft is by a 20” x 10 ply Bestobell 
“high test’’ belt, which has been made end- 
less by vulcanising the joint at the site. 

The main alternator was manufactired by 
Messrs. Laurence Scott and Electromotors, 
Ltd., of Norwich, and has an output of 25/9 
kw at 750 r.b.h. It is driven by “V”™ 
ropes from the horizontal shaft and clutches 
have been arranged so that the alternator can 
be driven, either by the water turbine alone, 
or by the locomobile working alone, or by the 
water turbine giving the maximum output 
from the water power available, and the 
locomobile contributing the balance required 

This alternator is provided with its own 
exciter, which is brought into circuit when 
it is running at full speed, the separate 
exciter driven by the small water turbine 
only being used for starting up. The alter- 
uator supplies current at volts, 50 cycles 
5 phase for all power requirements in the 
mill, the various motors being of the same 
manufacture as the alternator, and of the 
“ Emcol ” totally enclosed type.
